One of the screen’s outstanding western stars over a long 
period of years is Hoot Gibson, who comes to the 
theatre on “Arizona Whirlwind,” the Mono-| 
gram “Trail Blazers” drama in which he is featured with 
Ken Maynard and Bob Steele.

Gibson made his screen debut 
when he arrived in Los Angeles 
many years ago as a member of Dick 
Stanley’s Congress of Rough Riders. 
Following their scheduled wild west 
performances, the troupe appeared 
in films made by the old Selig and 
Biograph companies, and then trav- 
eled on to other engagements. But 
Hoot soon returned to Hollywood, 
and as a stunt man at Universal 
studios began a career which even- 
tually made him one of the screen’s 
most important stars. He remained 
with this company for 14 years, and 
at the height of his popularity re- 
ceived one of the highest salaries 
ever paid a star—$14,500 per week 

For several years Gibson has been 
an outstanding performer, and lat- 
er the producer, of many wild west 
rodeos, and in the season of 1939 
traveled as the star of the Russell 
Bros. Circus.
